CALGARY, Alta, Feb, 25— 
Arising from the demand o{ Port- 
land Buckaroos for an increased 
guarantee from Henry Roche, 
owner of the Edmonton Eskimos, 
a blow-up threatens the North- 
western Professional Hockey 
League with Calgary and Edmon- 
ton teams having to withdraw 
un'ess the trouble is ironed out. 

Sam Timmins, manager of the 
Calgary team, said this morning 
that the Esks would not be in Cal- 
gary for tonigh*'s scheduled game. 
He was notified by wire from Gor- 
don B. Leitch, Portland, league 
president. 


INCREASED GUARANTEE 

According to Timmins the Buck- 
aroos had demanded that an in- 
creased guarantee be posted by the 
Edmonton club owner. Roche re- 
fused and replied that he would 
not take his club to Calgary unless 
+ men made the trip to the foot- 
ills, 

The Portland club had not left 
the coast this morning, but could 
still make Edmonton in time. Un- 
less the trouble is ironed out Cal- 
gary and Edmonton teams, who 
have finished their tour of the 
coast, will be counted out of the 
league leaving Vancouver, Seattle 
and Portland to declare a cham- 
pion. 

In his telegram to Timmins, Dr. 
Leitch also stated that it was un- | 
likely either Vancouver or Port- 
land teams would come to Alberta | 
for their remaining scheduled | 
games.

Unconfirmed reports received by 
the local office of the China In- 
land Mission today said two mis- 
sionaries, Rev. and Mrs. 8.

Frenchman, stationed at Nin- 
kiang in southwest Shensi Prov- 
ince, had been kidnapped and 
murdered, 

Mr. Frenchman is an Australian 
from Melbourne and his wife a 
former resident of London. Both 
are less than 30 years old. They 
have been married not quite a 
year. 

Concern was felt in view of the 
reports for the safety of two mis- 
sionaries stationed at Fengsien, in 
West Shensi. They are Miss R. V. 
Thompson of Nevada, Iowa, and 
Miss Mary Aritbery of Chicago.

Guilty to Murder of A. 
Smoliak at Vegreville 


VEGREVILLE, Feb. 25. — John 
Skrut and Mrs. Annie Smoliak to- 
day stood charged jointly before 
Mr. Justice Ives with the murder of 
Alec Smoliak, husband of the ac- 
cused woman, who was shot as he 
played cards in his farm home near 
ee on the evening of Dec, 29 


Skrut, a clean-shaven man, short 
of stature and rather heavy of 
build, of a pale, inscrutable cast of 
countenance, showed no signs of 
strain or emition as he wa ushered 
into the prisoners’ box and later 
pleaded not guilty in a firm voice, 
using the Ukrainian tongue, after 
the charge had been read to hin 
through an interpreter. 


APPEARS IN COURT 

Mrs, Smoliak, wife of the victim 
of what the crown alleges was a 
murder of the triangle variety, was 
not called on to plead, her case be- 
ing adjourned until the next sitting 
of the Supreme Court in Vegre- 
ville, scheduled for May next. She 
appeared in court under the escort 
of a police matron and was seated 
in the body of the court room

TUNIS, Tunisia, Feb. 25—Four 
men were believed dead and many 
others injured when a case of ex- 
plosives blew up today in the hold 
of the French government steamer 
Gouverneur General Jonnart as it 
was unloading at the pier. 

The Gouverneur General Jonnart 
is attached to the ministry of 
marine and is of 4,513 tons gross 
register. It was built in 1922 at 
Brest, France. 


LONDON, Feb, 25-—-Earthquakes 
in Greece today killed at least 
eight persons and injured five more, 
according to reports from Athens, 

The casualties were in the Candia 
and Crete districts where there was 
also considerable property damage. 

Other earthquakes were report- 
ed at Malta and Cairo. The report 
from Malta said the epicentre of the 
quakes felt they were believed to 
be in the Sea of Marmora.

ROME, Feb, 25--A strange “Fly- 
ing Fish” was being tested out in 
secret Sunday in the hope of add- 
ing a long distance fiight record to 
the speed and altitude marks al- 
ready set up by the national avia- 
tion corps.

There's been s0 
much doubt and worry. You've been 
kind to us and forgiven us and 
you'll forgive us this as you must 
feel a little of what we did when 
we heard of the flying boat crack- 
ing up, 

“Do you remember Charles 
(Flying Officer John A. C. Forbes, 
one of the two aviators killed in 
a crash at Messina) telling about 
the corridors? The one before us 
seems pretty straight. Charles 
was engaged to another girl and 
he was going to break it off and 
we would have been married this 
summer probably. There never 
will be anyone else for me.” 

“We heard of his death in Paris 
on Monday. We came on to London 
the next morning and came to the 
Ritz. We did not want to see any- 
one, Comfort mother with all your 
strength. I think she will feel as 
we do. Luck is with you now.

BOGUS MONEY 
GANG CAUGHT

Counterfeiting Ring Taken 
By Police Includes 


Woman 
VANCOUVER, Feb. 25 — A 
counterfeiting ring known to 


have been operating in Vancou- 
ver for the past few days was 
believed broken up last night 
with the arrest of two men and 
a woman and the seizure of morc 
than $4,000 in spurious bills and 
a complete counterfeiting plant. 

Those arrested gave their names 
as Fred A. Luck, 46, an engraver 
of no fixed address, George Mor- 
gan, 38, no fixed address, and Rose 
Honald, 26, Granville street. They 
were charged with possession of 
counterfeit money, the bills were 
copies of Bank of Montreal notes. 

The trio was arrested on the 
Pacific highway near Cloverdale, 
B.C. They were in a rented auto- 
mobile when picked up. About $190 
in counterfeit bills was found on 
the trio, police said. 


$4,000 “PRINTED” 

Later R.C.M.P, officers and city 
police raided a house in the 4400 
Block West Eighth Avenue, a resi- 
dential section, where $4,000 in 
spurious $10 bills and an engraving 
plant were discovered, 


STORES VICTIMIZED 

Police said the counterfeiting 
plant was an elaborate one and be- 
lieved the ‘counterfeiters were pre- 
paring to flood British Columbia 
with the spurious money. 

The arrests and raid followed in- 
vestigation after several Vancou- 
ver stores reported they had been 
victimized by counterfeit $10 bills. 


PEPYS’ DAY 
POLITICS NOT 
REALLY PURE 


LONDON, Feb. 25.—Part of 
England's history will have to 
be rewritten, said the London 
Dispatch report of a speech at 
Cambridge Saturday by Arthur 
Bryant, discoverer of the new 
Samuel Pepys “Diaries.” 

The report said Bryant made 
it clear that England in Pepys 
time was “dominated by poli- 
tical gangsters who lived by 
intrigue and corruption to 
which Tammany Hall (of New 
York) at its worst never came 
near.” 

Bryant, speaking at a dinner 
commemorating the 302nd an- 
niversary of Pepys’ birth, was 
quoted as saying: 

“The new Pepys volume 
reads like a story of Chicago 
gangsters and opens the win- 
dow onto underworld politics 
which are almost unbelievable.” 


PUEBLAN ALLOWED

BEFORE ALIMONY 


PUEBLO, Colo., Feb. 25—A court 
order for alimony does not consti- 
tute a prior lien on a man's earns 
ings, District Judge J. H. Voorhees 
held. 

He made his ruling in upholding 
an assignment of wages made last 
September by George Hutcherson, 
a former policeman, to J. C. Gale’ 
lagher, to whom he was indebted. 

Evidence showed that a $199 
salary warrant paid by the city to 
Hutcherson, covering back salary, 
was signed over to Gallagher. Hut- 
cherson's former wife contended the 
money should have gone to her 
because Hutcherson was in arrears 
in his alimony payments.

MORE LONDON CABLES 

A London correspondent cables that Cana- 
dian municipal securities have been moving 
there in the same direction as the highest-class 
British stocks, namely, downward; wherefore 
London brokers say Vancouver is to blame 
because it cannot go on paying twice the in- 
terest money is worth.

That is a subject on which Ottawa needs a 
lot of forceful stirring-up, and if the cables 
are numerous enough and hot enough they may 
help considerably.

stantial consolations in being a louse, Take it 
for all in all, the louse on the shirt of any man 
in any of Mr. Bennett's concentration camps for 
the young manhood of Canada, has a very much 
better life than its host. 


Of course, I knew that the louse had historic 
associations. Every man who went to Flan- 
ders quickly learned why it was that most of 
Napoleon's pictures show him with a thought- 
ful expression on his face and his right hand 
thrust inside his shirt. But until I read the 
scholarly and playful: Zinsser, I never knew 
that in some parts of northern Siberia it is an 
invitation to love when a damsel sportively 
extracts a pediculus humanus from her inner 
garment and throws it at a visitor. So wide- 
spread is the family—as wide as the human 
race itself-that the learned author deems it 
not unlikely that some of them accompanied 
Adam and Eve on their departure from Para- 
dise, if indeed they did not share with them 
their nuptial couch. 

Rupert Hughes in his Life of George Wash- 
ington reproduces the paragraph on “Rules of 
Civility’ which the fourteen-year-old “Father 
of His Country” copied out for his conduct in 
polite society: 

“Kill no vermin, as Fleas, lice, tics, etc., 
in the sight of others, if you See any filth 
or thick Spittle, put your foot Dexteriously 
upon it; if it be upon the Cloths of your 
Companions, put it off privately, and if it 
be upon your own Cloths, return thanks 
to him who puts it off.” 

That they were an insignia of holiness in 
the Middie Ages is well known, and that they 
were given every chance in the multiple gaf- 
ments of the powérful and the holy, is shown 
in McArthur's story of the murder and funeral 
of Thomas a’Beckct. The Archbishop was 
murdered in Canterbury cathedral on the eve- 
ning of the 29th day of December. The body 
lay in the cathedral all night, and was pre- 
pared for burial on the following day. 

The Archbishop was attired in an extra- 
ordinary céllection of clothés. He wore a 
brown mantle; under it was a white surplice. 
Beneath the surplicé was a lamb’s wool coat. 
Below that was another woolen coat, and a 
third woolen coat beneath that again. Under 
the three coats was the black cowled robe of 
the Benedictine Order, and under that a shift. 
Next to the body was a curious haircloth cov- 
ered with linen. 

The historian says that as the body grew 
cold, the vérmin living in this multiple cover- 
ing crawled out so that “the vermin boiled over 
like water in a simmering cauldron, and the 
onlookers burst into alternate weeping and 
laughter.”

In the sexual life of the louse Nature seems 
to have outdone itself in an admirable sim- 
plicity that humanity might well envy.

he Doctor

The doctor often dévélops great powérs of 
observation after years of practice, and he 
may know very much more about the patient 


than the latter is usually aware, Frequently 
a doctor of many yéars’ experience cah almost 
diagnose a case by merely looking at the 
patient. Often, too, the 
doctor does not realize the 
actual definite physical 


changes which led him to his 
opinion, as he mey do this 
by a subconscious recognition 
of similarities to other pa- 


of disease. Just to illustrate, 
I am going to give you a few 
of the pointers that a doctor 
may learn from observing a 
patient's hands,

It is oftéh easy to determine a patient's occu- 


pation without asking questions. For example, 
a carpenter has practically the skin of the én- 
tire palm of the right hand thickened and cal- 
loused through pressure upon the plane, and 
small hard patches of skih are usually formed 
upon the thumb and the lower part of the fore+ 
finger. 

The viclinist usually has fattened, calloused 
fingertips. 

The tailor shoWs small puncture marks of 
the needle on the forefinger of his left hand. 

Typists often have the tips of the first two 
fingers of both hands roughened and crackéd 
as well as the outside of the thumb of the right 
hand. 

The painter can usually be detected by small 
pasticles of paint at the base of the fingernails. 

Dyers, photographers and those who work 
in chemicals almost always haVe ¢hatactéristic 
stains upon the fingers. 

Horny, thickened fingers almost always in- 
dicate a hardy son of toil. 

A woodsman usually has a thickened skin 
over the entire inner surface of the palm and 
well défined callouses upon the first finger and 
thumb of the right hand caused by the hand 
sliding up and down the ax handle. 

The doctor is also able to determine much 
about the patient's general health from the ap- 
pearance of the hands and from the patient's 
method of holding and mdéving them, and much 
can also be determined from the texture of the 
skin of the hands and from the appearance of 
thé fingérnails. 

It is even possible to sometimes determine 
how long since the patiént has had an acute 


illness because the nutrition of the nail suffers . 


greatly during an acute illness and a groove 
will usually form in the nail. The time can be 
calculated by thé fact that the length of time 
réquired to grow a new nail is about six months, 
If the groove is about half way up to the finger- 
nail, the patient had an illness about three 
months ago, and if thé groove is 4 third of the 
way up, the patient had an acute illness about 
two months ago, etc.

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Lew asks: “What effect has the 
summer or winter on liver tfouble or gall 
stones?” 

ANSWER: Changing of the seasons would 
have very little effect in such ailments as liver 
trouble or gall stones, except that one usually 
eats heavier foods during the winter than dur- 
ing the summer time and in the process of 
aésimilation these organs might be overtaxed. 

QUESTION: Miss B. Jane B. writes: “Will 
you give mé both diet and external treatment 
for ringworm in a case, not advanced, on thé 
forearms of an adult patient.” 

ANSWER: Ringworm is caused by a small 
micro-organism which grows on the skin, mak- 
ing a circular path of inflammation as the in- 
fection heals in the centre and spreads out- 
wardly in a ring. As these marks appear on 
the body, they can be very éasily cured by 
painting them with a solution of silver nitrate, 
iodine or mercurochrome. The trouble is that 
as soon as one is cured, another ringworm is 
liable to appear in some other place. The reason 
for this is that the only soil in which ringworm 
can grow is a body suffering from acidosis. My 
advice is to overcome the acidosis by diet, and 
I would suggest that the patient follow a fast 
and diet treatment to cleanse the blood and 
increase its alkalinity.

Bank of Canada by virtue of an

branches without amalgamation, 
for the addition to it of thé Nia- 
gara District Bank a few months 
after organization Was part of the 
original project, many of the sub- 
s¢ribérs being prominent men in 
the Niagara district. 

The youngest bank in Canada 
in 1875 has grown to an all Cana- 
dian institution with ovet 200 
branches.

The best available compromise would seem to be one under 
whieh Germany and Austria would be allowed to make an urls 
restricted reciprovity agreement as regards trade—while main- 
taining separate nationai identity. 


It is a great deal easier to indicate on paper how the diffi- 
culties can be settled than to bring about a feasdnable views 
point in public opinion among nations whose people remember 
With fear, horror aiid distrust the dévastating cffects of war, 


The great pacifier will be the extension of trading privileges 
among all the nations of Europe. Restrictions on cothtnercé have 
causéd such a state of financial hopelessness and lack of earning 
power in the European area that public opinion is in a state of 
acute tension, and in such a condition there is an ever-present 


danger of war. 


The extent to which cofimereial conditions affect interha- 
tional relations is well indicated by the Roya! Bank of Canada 
Monthly Letter for Februaty, 1935: 


“One of the most important fadtors contributing 16 délayed 
recovery, and incidentally to social and political unrést in 
Europe, is the deepening depression in the gold block countriés 
resulting from the disequilibrium between price lévéls in thosé

“More things are wrought by 


prayer than this world dreams of.” | 


If this be true, and who doubts it, 
the golden girdle of prayer which 
will literally circle the globe on the 
World’s Day of Prayer on March 8, 
and which is being observed in 
Edmonton in McDougall church, 
must surely make a very real im- 
pact on the spiritual life of many 
peoples.

50 Mills Desired 


Crowded Theatre Hears 
His Worship Discuss Ci- 
vic Finance Snarl Sun- 
day Night. 


If the city received the $583,109 
paid by the sinking fund board “to 
itself” for the retirement of this 
amount of city of Edmonton bonds 
due in 1934, a saving of 11 mills 
could be effected this year and 
this, together with other possible 
economies, would mean a 50-miil 
rate for 1935, Mayor J. A. Clarke 
told a crowd of about 2,000 citizens 
at the Independent Labor party's 
concert meeting in the Empire the- 
atre, Sunday night. 

If the economies he proposed 
were not put into effect, city coun- 
cil, even if it set a mill rate of be- 
tween 55 and 57 mills, would fin- 
ish 1935 financing with a huge de- 
ficit, the mayor stated. 

Referring to the fight for lower 
bond interest rates, Mayor Clarke 
declared this was a world-wide 
movement. “The next war won't 
be gold versus paper; it will be 
rich versus poor—a battle between 
those who have and those who 
have -not,” he said. 


NATIONAL LOANS BRIBERY 

Stressing the financial turmoil 
which was shaking practically all 
the larger countries to their foun- 
dations, Mayor Clarke told the 
meeting that South American states, 
including Paraguay, Uruguay and 
Chili were repudiating their debts 
and deserting the League of Na- 
tions. “Why? Because their New 
York and Paris loans—gold loans— 
were forced upon them by bribery!” 
he declared 

“The next war will be between 
the gold lords, who are trying to 
force exhorbitant interest rates on 
us, and the people,” the mayor as- 
serted. 

Dealing with the conflict between 
bondholders and Mayor G. G. Mc- 
Geer, of Vancouver, who was at- 
tempting to secure a cut of 50 per 
cent. in bond interest rates, Mayor 
Clarke read the following article 
appearing in the February 23 edi- 
tion of the Financial Post: “The 
worst effect of what has been hap- 
pening in Vancouver and what may 
continue to happen if Mayor Mc- 
Geer has his way is psychological, 
in the belief of hard-headed busi- 
ness men who have been close to 
the proceedings. 


START BALL ROLLING 

“If a city such as Vancouver de- 
faults, every other city in the west 
will feel that it might as well hop 
aboard the band-wagon and risk 
the stigma of repudiation for the 
sake of saving money. This tend- 
ency, these observers feel, would 
gradually spread even..to .individ- 
uals, under various forms of con- 
tract, If a city’s bond is not invio- 
late, the home buyer or small bor- 
rower werd argue, why should the 
smaller tontract not be subject to 
a form of repudiation?” 


PAID TWICE OVER 

The Edmonton sinking fund 
board, he continued, held $2,565,068 
of City of Edmonton bonds, of 
which $583,109 was due in 1934, The 
board held as at December 31, 1933, 
the sum of $921,293 for redemption 
of city bonds in their hands. 

“The $583,109 due in 1934 has 
been paid by you taxpayers twice 
over,” Mayor Clarke told the meet- 
ing. “They were paid for once 
when your agent, the sinking fund 
board, bought these City of Edmon- 
ton bonds from the brokers with 
any money they happened to have. 
They were paid for a second time 
when you paid into the sinking 
fund through the annual levy the 
amount due on these bonds which 
matured in 1934 and which, if this 
money is now given back to the 
city council, means 11 mills off your 
1935 mill rate, 

“I ask only that your mill rate be 
reduced for 1935. The way sug- 
gested tonight means that the 64 
mill rate will go down to 53,” urg- 
ed the mayor, adding that if sink- 
ing fund payments were suspend- 
ed for 1935 and 1936, the total re- 
duction would give a 50-mill rate 
for this year.

J. WATSON, 


CITY POLICE, 
DIES MONDAY 


Well-known Member Of 
Local Dept., Victim of 
Heart Attack 


Off duty on sick leave less than 
two weeks, Detective John Watson. 
59, of the city police department 
died of heart trouble in his Crom- 
dale home early Monday morning. 

Born in the north of England, 
August 7, 1876, Detective Watson, 
son of an English police inspector, 
worked from 1901 to 1911 for the 
Cumberland and Westmoreland 
police department, winning the 
merit badge for efficiency as an of- 
ficer in 1909. 


CAME HERE IN 1914 

As a constable in the police de- 
partment of the town of Macleod in 
southern Alberta, he was recognized 
for the capture of burglars in 1914 
and it was from the Macleod police 
| force that he came to this city as 
ja second class constable August 1, 
1914. Promotion to the detective de- 
partment came cn April 5, 1919 and 
from that time to a few years be- 
fore his death, Detective Watson 
was right in the front rank of the 
law enforcers when the occasional 
big crime broke in Edmonton. 

When the years began to take 
their toll and Detective Watson lost 
some of the young man's pep and 
vigor, he was placed on the job of 
checking up second hand stores and 
pawn shops in search of stolen pro- 
perty. He worked this end of the 
detective department, into an im- 
portant section of loca] law enforce- 
ment, 

“He was a hard working officer,”

said Chief of Detectives Bob Suth- | 


erland when informed of Detec- 
tive Watson's death. “Through the 
years he built up a valuable con- 
nection with the second hand stores 
end pawn shops and it was the rare 
occasion that John could not fur- 
nish the lead or get the tip on any 
stolen goods.” 


CAPABLE OFFICER 

“The whole department regrets 
the passing of John Watson,” re- 
marked Police Chief A. G. Shute. 
“He was a capable and efficient of- 
ficer and his cases never had to be 
gone over.” 

Detective Watson during the past 
two years was taking more and 
more time off on sick leave, but 
each time his superiors would en- 
quire about his health, the detec- 
tive would protest that there was 
nothing wrong with him and that 
he was as good as ever. 

His wife, a son and one daughter 
survive him. 

The funeral will be held at 3 p.m. 
Wednesday from the All Saints’ 
Pro-Cathedral. The police depart- 
ment will parade under command 
of Sergeant-Major Dan Fraser.

FAILED TO 
TAKE GIANT 
PANDA BEAR 


Veteran of the Great War, Capt. 
B. C. E. Tate, Scot-Canadian, now 
seeks excitement in capturing wild 
animals for zoological gardens. 

Just back from an expedition to 
Tibet in search of a living-specimen 
of the extremely rare giant panda 
bear for the New York zoo Capt. 
Tate stopped over in Edmonton 
Sunday enroute to New York to 
organize a further expedition after 
this elusive animal. He continued 
his journey eastward Sunday eve- 
ning. 

The strikingly marked black and 
white panda bear is valued at $10,- 
000 by zoo curators, said Capt. Tate, 
but “just try and get one.” He has 
spent the past four years in attempts 
to penetrate the animals’ hunting 
grounds without success, There 
have been half a dozen shot, to the 
knowledge of white men, but none 
so far is in captivity, or has ever 
been captured alive,

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Drought Areas Will Test Alberta Canus Wheat 


MARQUIS 1 
CROSSED WITH 
KANRED TYPE 


Result of Five-Year Test 
At University of 
Alberta 


CALGARY, Feb. 25.—An Alberta 
product, developed at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta, a new variety of 
wheat will be given a real test this 
year when it is planted in field 
areas in the province's drought dis- 
tricts of the south. 

A cross between the famous Cana- 
dian Marquis wheat and Kanred, 
an equally famed grain in the 
United States’ winter wheat belt, 
the new variety, originated by Dr. 
O. S. Aamodt, professor of genetics 
and plant breeding at the University 
of Alberta, has been named 
“Canus,” a derivation of the two. 
nations—Canada and the United 
States. 


FIVE YEAR TEST 

“Canus” has been developed in 
the record time of five years, Dr. 
Aamodt starting his experiments at 
the University in 1930. Usually, it 
takes 15 years to develop a new 
wheat. 

A bearded variety, a heritage | 
from the winter wheat side of its 
ancestry, the new grain is reported 
to be drought resistant and to give 
@ higher yield than Marquis. 

In tests conducted by the Domin- 
jon department of agriculture and 
the Research Council of Canada, 
“Canus” showed an average yield of 
32.4 bushels to the acre.
